MT. YEKNOX. June 12 (Special.) 
Slowly but with a crushing force that 
seems to stagger everybody but the 
prisoner who sits calmly in this crowd- 
ed courtroom, the prosecution is wind- 
ing powerful cords about the future 
of George VY. Houck. Every day has 
been adding to the testimony against 
him until now it has almost reached 
that point where every hour brings 
forth its blow. The last was dealt by 
Dr. Albert M. Bleile, professor of 
physiology in the Ohio State univer- 
sity, when he declared that the 
spots which stained 
the 
clothing 
worn by Houck the day of his arrest 
could only have been made by human 
blood. 


The courtroom is packed to suffoca- 
tion long before each session be- 
gins and tbe people listen for every 
word of testimony. They come early 
and remain throughout the day. Fear- 
ing they will lose their seats they 
bring lunch and eat it on tbe benches 
during the noon hour. 
It has been 


very hot but they suffer great discom- 
fort and do not complain. Those who 
go out for lunch return early and 
gladly wait hours to hear the contin- 
uation of the trial. 


The 
most 
important 
witnesses 
Tuesday afternoon were Doctor Bieile 
and Sheriff Lynde. 
The sheriff told 
the story of the arrest and tbe fitting 
of Houck's shoe to tracks at tbe Hess 
house much tbe same as others have 
told it, and related in detail the drive 
from Bladensburg to Mt. Vernon with 
the prisoner. He identified clothing 
shown him as that worn by Houck 
when he was arrested, and recognized 
spots on it as spots be had seen when 
it came 
into his possession. 
He 
got the coat, rest, cap, shoes, shirt 
and pants 
from the prisoner in 
jail and the necktie from Foster. 
The overalls were secured at Houck's 
house. He saw about 40 spots on 
them and thought it was blood. 
There was silence when Doctor 
Bleile took the stand and began an- 
swering questions- 
He explained 
the process of blood analysis and said 
he could distinguish- between the 
blood of mammal, repetile, bird or 
fish. Human beings are mammals and 
the corpuscles are round, while in 
other cases they are oval. 


Doctor Bleile said he had examined 
the clothing submitted to him by 
Prosecutor Ewalt and examined seven 
stains to see if they were caused by 
blood. 
He found on the clothing 125 
Stains and examining them with a 
microscope found they had tbe ap- 
pearance of the seven stains tested. 
In his belief the 125 stains were Wood 
stains. He measured about, 70 cor 
puscles with the aid of rules and mi- 
croscopes and the size fell within the 
measurements of corpuscles found in 
human blood. He identified the cloth- 
ing shown in court as that given him 
for examination by the prosecutor. 
Tuesday morning was devoted in 


large measure to showing the actions 
of Houck tbe day the crime was dis- 
covered. Alex Scott testified that he 
bad seen the tracks and was present 
when they were measured. 


Mrs. Scott was at Honck's bouse 


Monday night, and he came in about 
10 o'clock. He said the hounds had 
come and went to the window several 
times and looked ont-COncehe seemed 
to be nervous and jumped up when a 
door swung open. They talked about 
the murder, and when 
Mrs Scott 


asked Houck where Mrs. Iless kept 
her money he said she used to carry it 
in her dress bosom but had changed 
it to her waist. 
None of them were 
as talkative as usual. 


Miss Pearl Scott was in Uouck's 


house Monday night after Houck had 
entered and announced that tbe dogs 
had come.He read a little and went in- 
to another room two or three times. 
He said he was always startled when 
tbe door flew open. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Clowe said Houck 


asked her about two weeks before the 
murder if it would not soon be pen- 
sion time, and he "looked like a mur- 
derer and she was getting uneasy."7 
Tbe court stopped the examination 
and he. answers were stricken out. 


Mary C- Clowe corroborated her 
mother's 
testimony regarding the 
question about the pension and said 
Houcfc talked about taking- some 
paper. There were lots of reports 
about murders and it was all done by 
the d—n niggers, and be would like to 
tie all the niggers to a stake and burn 
them with red hot irons, the witness 
quoted him as saying. 


William Ferguson'followed the dogs 
when they followed the trail and 
went up the stairs at 
the Houck 


house with one. The dog smrfed at 
the latch and at the bottom of the 
door and acted as though it bad found 
the right spot. He bad difficult} in re- 
moving the dog from the stairway. 
Mack PorterSeld testified that he 


was driving by the alley leading to 
the Hess house when he saw a form. 
He was rising on the sidewalk. Wit- 
ness spoke to him but be did not 
answer. 


More testimony on the same lines 


was given before court adjourned. 
Tbe prisoner's mother and his faith- 


ful daughterDempsy were not in <y>urt 
Tuesday afternoon, but Mrs. Houck 
sat beside her husband throughout 
the day. Her time is divided between 
witnesses and the jury. 


Houck's attorneys have not given 
out one word regarding their line of 
defense,bnt the following story which 
appeared in tbe Mt. Vernon 
Rfpnl.U- 


can y&at is afloat in that place: 
"It seemf that on tbe Friday before 


the murder, Mr. Houck shaved W. H. 
Melick. who has already testified for 
the state. While shaving his custom- 
er Mr. Houck gashed the ball of uis 
left thumb with his razor. The wound 
bled freely for awhile, and Mr. Houck 
wrapn.ll u S-JK about lu rJefore doing 
so he several times -nipped' 
his 


thumb to throw the blood off of it. It 
is slated :hat in a few hours when 
the rag was removed the thumb show- 
ed out a sunS! cut but oue that might 
have bled considerably, being in a 
place from which tbe blood would 
flow freely. 
The wound gave Mr. 
ilouck so much inconvenience at the 
time that he used but one band in 
combing Mr. Melick's hair. 
It is 


claimed that he wore on the day ol 
the murder(up to the lime the defence 
claims that be put on the light pan us, 
the name clothes that be wore when 
be cut his thumb. Wbether this will 
account for the blood in tbe quanti- 
ties that the state claims to be able 
to prove remains to be seen.''

at the war department. Emilio is said 
to have sworn to fight the Americans 
down to the last bolo. The editors do
